As one correspondent, 
writing from an outlying settlement, 
said, it is all very well for Ministers 
who are safe under cover of Her Maj- 
esty's ships; but with the unprotected 
settlers it ia very different. To go 
further and urge the duty of going to 
the root of the disease and applying 
the only effective remedy would, we 
feel, be useless now; there is too much 
reason to fear that the present Minis- 
try are perfectly incapable of rising to 
that duty. Whenever the Legislature 
meets and the correspondence shall 
have been draerged into the light, it 
will be seen that they liave not been 
harshly judged in rosj^ect 6f this mat- 
ter, which we have reason to know 
has been referred home to the Imper- 
ial Government by the Ottawa authori- 
ties.:

In the famous Frasor will case a cable 
despatch was received at Montreal on the 
26th Nov. announcing that the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeals in the case 
had been reversed. The facts concern- 
ing this remarkable suit ate as follows: — 
Mr. Hngh Eraser, a Trell-known mer- 
chant of Montreal, died in 1870, leaving a 
considerable sum of money and valuable 
property, He made a will granting his 
real property to Hon. J. J. C. Abbott and 
Judge Torrance as trustees to establish a 
free public library, museum, and art gal- 
lery. He also appointed executors to 
administer his movable property, and to 
hand over the balance, after paying about 
820,000 of legaoioa to hia heir*, antl divid- 
ed his personal cfFocts to his trustees, to 
aid in tho formation of an institute. Mr. 
Frasor was not married, but left brothers 
and; sisters, who, after his death, iustitut 
od an action contesting his will on the 
ground that there was a br.oach of tho 
laws of mortmoin, QUO point being that 
ho could not will property to an institu- 
tion not then in oxistonco, anil .seeking to 
prohibit the bequests lie h»d made. Tho 
result will bo that tho corporation which 
has been created under the auipices of 
the trustees will have at its disposal about 
$6d,000 in money and real property esti- 
mated to be worth from one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred thousand dollars for 
the establislnnent of tho institute project- 
ed by Mr. Eraser.
